First sighting of purple 


martins for the 1972 season was 
reported Wednesday, Feb. 16, by 
Mrs. Robert Cox of Rosston Rd. 


Mrs. Earl O'Neal was second, 


reporting martins arrived at her 
boxes Thursday, Feb. 17. 


Your editor, with two new 


aluminum boxes replacing his 
oM redwoods last year, checked 
his "Back 40" location Thursday 
afternoon and found no arrivals. 
He has been keeping a record of 
arrivals and departures from his 
boxes for the last nine years. 


In 1969 C. H. Wilson of Fulton 


set a new state record on 
reporting martins at his boxes at 
9:30 a.m. Feb. 9. Roy Martin of 
Hope almost tied him with a 
sighting at 4:15 p.m. the same 
day. Mine didn't arrive until 
Feb. 22 in 1969. 


Martins feed on insects 


gathered in flight, so their 
migration dates depend on the 
bug supply. The birds spend four 
months in the United States, four 
months in South America, and 
four months on the roundtrip, 
their route following the Mexican 
and Central American coastline.

President Stops in Hawaii 
Enreute to Visit to China

HONOLULU (AP) - Presi- 


dent Nixon, tarrying here en 
route to his China summit 
talks, is likely to meet Chair- 
man Mao Tse-tung in the pictu- 
resque resort city of Hangchow. 


American sources said this 


seemed a logical site for a Nix- 
on-Mao conference since Hang- 
chow, the next-to-last stop on 
the President's China itinerary, 
is a favored retreat of the 79- 
year-old Communist leader. 


A Hanuchow meeting would 


further underscore the appar- 
ent political eclipse of Mao in- 
asmuch as Nixon and Premier 
Chou En-lai are expected to 
dispose of serious negotiations 
in Peking before the American 
visitor sees Hangchow. 


The President and Mrs. Nix- 


on, who arrived Thursday aft- 
ernoon following a 10-hour non- 
stop night from Washington, 
will remain in Hawaii until Sat- 
urday afternoon. Then they will 
fly to Guam for an overnight 
stay 
before 
proceeding 
to 


Shanghai and Peking.

Hawaii stopover was to allow 


the Nixons to adjust gradually 
to the physical and psy- 
chological effects of traveling 
at jetspeed through time zones. 


Secretary of State William P. 


Rogers, who was with them 
aboard the presidential plane, 
said in response to newsmen's 
questions that the U.S. govern- 
ment has no confirmation of a 
report that Le Due Tho, the 
Hanoi official who conducted 
secret negotiations with presi- 
dential adviser Henry A. Kis- 
singer, would arrive in Peking 
a day before Nixon. 


Rogers offered no support for 


speculation that the North Viet- 
namese official would be meet- 
ing with Nixon or other Ameri- 
cans in Peking. 


Several thousand persons, 


some waving "Aloha" banners, 
greeted the President and Mrs. 
Nixon at Kaneohe Marine Air 
Etation. 


The Nixons borrowed the 17- 


room home of Brig. Gen. Victor 
Armstrong, a brigade com- 
mander. The spacious frame 
dwelling on the Kaneohe base 
sits on a hilltop and commands 
a spectacular view of the Pacif- 
ic and nearby natural stone at- 


tractions such as 
Pyramid 


Rock and Chinaman's Hat. 


The President worked during 


most of the flight from Wash- 
ington, conferring on his China 
agenda with Rogers and Kissin- 
ger, a principle architect of the 
historic mission.

North—two Air Force F4 Phan- 
toms and an F10S—were the 
heaviest since three jets were 
shot down during the last heavy 
raids on North Vietnam Dec. 
26-30. 


Pilots reported about 35 mis-

Hughes Back in Hiding in Nicaragua 


SHREVEPORT, La. (AP) - 


Police said a flurry of ex- 
citement and complications re- 
sulting from a traffic accident

MANAGUA, Nicaragua (AP) 


— Howard Hughes was presum- 
ably holed up today on the 
tightly guarded eighth floor of 
Managua's Intercontinental Ho- 
tel, and a spokesman in the 
United States said he would re- 
main in the Central American 
country indefinitely. 


Both President Anastasio So- 


moza's 
office 
and 
Hughes 


spokesmen in the United States 
confirmed that the eccentric 
billionaire flew to Managua 
Thursday after 15 months living 
in seclusion in a hotel in Nas- 
sau. 


In Las Vegas a spokesman 


for the Hughes Tool Co. said 
Hughes' stay in Nicaragua was 
indefinite—"we aren't saying 
how long he'll be there, but 'in- 
definite* could indicate a cer- 
tain degree of permanence." 
He added that Hughes is con- 
sidering investments 
in the 


country and "considers the eco- 
nomic and political situation 
good." 


Hughes reportedly left Nas- 


sau after a dispute with Baha- 


mian officials over work per- 
mits for the staff that insulates 
him from physical contact with 
the outside world. He'll have no 
such trouble in Nicaragua, 
which is run by the oldest and 
one of the most secure dictator- 
ships in Latin America. 


"This was not a sudden 


thing," said another Hughes 
Tool source in Las Vegas. 
"Hughes did not just fly out of 
the Bahamas at the last mo- 
ment with no real idea of 
where he was going. Hughes 
owns properties in Nicaragua 
and is considering further in- 
vestments." 


He added that Nicaragua is 


now the base of Hughes' oper- 
ations, and that the 66-year-old 
industrialist almost 
certainly 


will not return to the Bahamas.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


n«* government report today 
branded alcohol the nation's 
most-abused drug, and said al- 
coholism afflicts more than 9 
million persons and drains the 
economy of $15 billion a year. 


In its first special report to 


Congress on alcohol and health, 
the Department of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare does not 
recommend new legislative ac- 
tion 
but 
pledges 
a com- 


prehensive federal effort to un- 
ify treatment, rehabilitation 
and prevention programs. 


HEW's National Institute on 


Richardson said in a letter to 
House Speaker Carl

"Directly or indirectly, alcohol-

lives of tens of millions of our 
men, women and children." 


The 121-page report estimates 


that about 9.6 million Ameri- 
cans are alcoholics or alcohol 
abusers, out of the 95 million 
who consume a nationwide per- 
capita average of 30.3 gallons 
of liquor, wine and beer each 
year.

NEW YORK (AP) - Nobody 


seems to be sure where interest 
rates are headed. And while 
that in itself is concern enough 
for economy watchers, the sug- 
gested implications are even 
more interesting. Among them: 


1. If confusion exists about 


the future of interest rates to 
the degree it does, it means 
that our understanding of eco- 
nomic conditions—past, present 
and future—despite masses of 
data, is probably as imperfect 
as it was 20 years ago. 


2. An inability to foresee the 


future of interest rates with 
more clarity means that a 
negative element of uncertainty 
exists in the stock market. Ex- 
perience shows that an uncer- 
tain 
market 
seldom 
forges 


ahead. 


The uncertainty and con- 


fusion exists because of varying 
interpretations concerning the 
influence on financial markets 
of big federal budget deficits' 
expected in this fiscal year and 
next. 


Many analysts and econo- 


mists are convinced that the 
deficits will rekindle inflation 


and higher interest rates. At 
the other extreme are analysts 
who* accuse their brethren of 
misreading the message of the 
statistics. 


Those who foresee upward 


pressures on prices also are 
forecasting a rise to 9 per cent 
or so for long-term corporate 
bonds, which now yield a bit 
more than 7 per cent. 


However, the confusion be- 


comes evident when some of 
the same forecasters are also 
looking for big gains on the 
stock market. While this is pos- 
sible, history shows that peri- 
ods of high interest rates corre- 
spond 
to 
depressed 
stock 


prices. 


Says Eastman Dillon, the 


securities house: "We are asto- 
nished, therefore, that many of 
the same people who look for 
sharply higher long-term rates 
remain 
fully 
invested 
in 


equities." 


Eastman Dillon, incidentally, 


believes that rates won't rise as 
sharply as many forecasters 
expect, mainly because 
the 


economy is now operating far 
below capacity, with consider- 
able unemployed labor and cap- 


ital. 


Before inflation in prices or 


interest rates sets in, Eastman 
Dillon and many other analysts 
believe, any spur to the econo- 
my through deficit spending 
must first absorb unused capi- 
tal and labor. 


But other observers aren't as 


certain. Even the chairman of 
the Federal Reserve Board, Ar- 
thur F. Burns, has shown some 
uncertainty, as indicated by the 
wording of his testimony before 
the Joint Economic Committee 
of Congress. 


"It would not be surprising," 


said the man who perhaps has 
least reason of any to be sur- 
prised by interest rate changes, 
"to see 
short-term 
interest 


rates rise somewhat ...."

24, 1970, was arrested Wednes- 
day night in Toronto. 


The arrest left on the FBI's 


most-wanted list seven persons 
with backgrounds as political 
activists or terrorists. 


The Royal Canadian Mounted 


Police said Armstrong, 24, was 
arrested without a struggle in a 
rooming house. He is being 
held for an immigration in- 
quiry. 


Armstrong was sought as a 


result of an explosion 
that 


ripped through Sterling Hall on 
the 
University of Wisconsin 


campus, a building that con- 
tained the Army Mathematics 
Research Center. The center 
had been a target of antiwar 
demonstrators.

NEW YORK (AP) — After 


urging such a step for years, 
leaders of most major churches 
are firmly behind President 
Nixon in his trip to Communist 
China. 
They 
say 
it 
can 


strengthen the cause of world 
peace. 


"He has our prayers," says 


the Rev. Dr. Robert J. Mar- 
shall, president of the Lutheran 
Church in America, voicing 
hope that the two nations may 
be at a turning point toward 
growth 
in 
mutual 
under- 


standing instead 
of bellig- 


erence. 


Similar reactions have come 


from many other religious lead- 
ers, who have long advocated 
opening 
doors 
of 
commu- 


nication with China, often being 
sharply denounced for it in the 
past by critics. 


At the same time, 
some 


American religious 
elements 


strongly oppose the trip. 


"A great disaster for the free 


world," says the Rev. Carl 
Mclntire, a Collingswood, N.J., 
radio preacher, who for months 
has been organizing rallies in 
various cities to protest the 
mission. 


Calling the new approach a 


result of a presidential "policy 
of retreat, appeasement 
and 


soft talk of peace," he says: 
"Yalta was a surrender. Pot- 
sdam was a defeat. Peking will 


be a disaster." 


A group of smaller denomina- 


tions, the American Council of 
Christian Churches, also has 
opposed the visit with "the 
murderous 
rulers 
of 
Red 


China." 


From a different angle, the 


Rev. 
Richard L. Riseling, an 


American Baptist international 
affairs official, claims the trip's 
aim is to "defuse the peace 
movement in this country" and 
to use in Nixon's re-election 
campaign. 


A conservative Roman Catho- 


lic weekly, Twin Circle, also 
has criticized the trip, saying it 
signals 
accommodation 
with 


Chinese communism which will 
"damage America's image in 
Asia" and make the years 
ahead "fraught with setbacks 
and sorrows." 


But leaders of the mainline 


religious denominations have 
widely hailed the trip, not only 
as a new chance for easing ten- 
sions with China, but possibly 
contributing to settlement of 
the Vietnam war. 


Pope Paul VI has hailed the 


trip as "something big and new 
... that could in no small way 
change the face of the earth." 


Dr. Cynthia Wedel, president 


of 
the 
National Council of 


Churches, including most major 
Protestant and Orthodox de- 
nominations, has commended 
the President for his "initiative 
toward normalizing" relations 
with China.

NEW YORK (AP) - Like a 


slowly blinking light, Christian- 
ity in China repeatedly 
has 


gone off and on again over the 
centuries. While it's now in a 
dark phase, questions arise 
whether the new diplomatic 
contacts may eventually allow 
it to glow again. 


Church experts are convinced 


that if it does, even in the long 
run, it won't be in the old way, 
as a Westernized import. 


"If the Chinese are going to 


be given a new opportunity to 
hear the faith, it's not going to 
be from Westerners, but from 
the Chinese themselves," says 
the Rev. Dr. Arthur F. Glasser, 
dean of the school of World 
Missions at Fuller Theological 
Seminary, Pasadena, Calif. 


While some groups have felt 


that President Nixon's visit, 
coupled with China's entry into 
the United Nations, may soon 
clear the way for resumption of 
missionary activity in China, 
experienced hands there strong- 
ly doubt it. 


To see the trip as a forerun- 


ner to any "dramatic opportu- 
nities for Christian witness is to 
put faith in fantasy," says the 
Rev. Dr. M.E. Loewen, a one- 
time China missionary and now 
director of the 
International 


Religious Liberty Association in 
Washington, D. C. 


Nevertheless, 
there 
have 


been some faint signs of pos- 
sible changes in China's blan- 
ket suppression of organized re- 
ligious life. 


These were cited recently by 


the Rev. Raymond L. White- 
head, a China specialist of the 
National Council of Churches, 
who recently became the first 
American clergyman to visit 
mainland China since the Bam- 
boo curtain fell 20 years ago. 


He said he had heard that the 


Theological School in Nanking 
eventually would be reopened, 
and it "would not be too much 
to expect that Christian in-

appear again" among the Chi- 
nese themselves.

open the door to Christianity 
for a while and then threw it 
out," says Dr Glasser, 57, who 
served in China five years up 
to 1951. "It has happened again 
and again." 


Four different times, the door 


was opened or reopened, then 
closed. "The question is," Dr. 
Glasser added in an interview, 
"will there be a fifth time?" 


Legend has it that Jesus' 


apostle Thomas first brought 
word of Christianity to China, 
but this has no historical basis. 


From 700 to 950 A. D., Syr- 


ians took a highly spiritualized 
"Nestorian" form of Christian- 
ity to China, but it was extinct 
by 1,000 A. D. In the 13th and 
14th 
century 
Franciscans 


spread congregations there, but 
were driven out. 


In the 16th and 17th century, 


the Jesuits brought a vigorous 
Christian movement into China, 
but it. too, faltered under pres- 
sures, leaving a remnant. 


Then came the 19th century 


surge of China mission activity 
by Roman Catholics and Prot- 
estants. It had grown to three 
million Chinese Catholics and 
one million Protestants, before 
the Communist takeover of 1948 
gradually 
smothered it. The 


purges of 1966 wiped out its last 
organizational vestiges. 


"Some people still have hope 


of finding 'crypt' Christians in 
China, but while this is pos- 
sible, I'm not overly optimistic 
about it," says the Rev. Wil- 
liam L. Richardson, a onetime 
China missionary of the Mary- 
knoll, N.Y., Catholic order. 


Dr. Glasser, whose school has 


students from 41 countries, in- 
cluding Chinese, said there is 
little chance of Western clergy 
working in China again, but 
Christianity 
may 
re-emerge 


through Chinese themselves 
and lay technicians from the 
West with strong Christian con- 
victions. 


H«&8dded that small groups 


of Christians, meeting privately 
in homes,«are reported still 
continuing in China, but in- 
stitutionally, the church does 
not exist. 


If it is to revive, he said, it 


will be primarily as a 
"lay 


movement, on a highly infor- 
mal basis."

Dear Dr. Lamb - I read 


in your column about the per- 
son who was having blood in 
the stools and his d o c t o r 
s a i d he h a d a n e r v o u s 
s t o m a c h . That person's 
symptoms parallel mine to 
the "T." Pain in the left side, 
mucus in the stool, blood 
seemingly from the rectum. 
I have experienced it over 
many years, but I know the 
answer to my problem. It is 
coffee. Whenever I have my- 
self in hand and go without 
it, the symptoms disappear. 
Coffee upsets my entire low- 
er intestinal tract to the point 
where I feel sick, bloated, 
sluggish and irritable. I have 
gone through many X rays, 
bottles of medicine, spells of 
bland diet, but after years of 
it and much worry, 1 can 
state with certainty that cof- 
fee is the culprit. There is no 
doubt but that it is harmful, 
not only in keeping people 
awake. In my case it certain- 
ly attacks the lining of the 
colon. I am otherwise a 
healthy and strong person. I 
wonder how many people 
there are who are similarly 
affected by coffee without 
knowing what causes their 
trouble. 


Dear Reader — You arc 


right in saying that coffee 
can 
cause indigestion. It 


certainly is responsible for 
burning in the stomach and 
hyperactiyity of the bowels 
and contributes to irritable 


bowel problems. I have seen 
a lot of patients who have 
been washing down tranquil- 
izers with coffee, when what 
they really need to do is 
throw away both. 


While I agree with you, 


/ still must caution readers 
that 
unexplained 
bleeding 


from the bowels calls for 
a prompt medical examina- 
tion. Too often the first sign 
of cancer of the bowel is 
bleeding. It is very simple to 
have an examination and no 
one should ignore bleeding 
from the rectum. Let your 
doctor decide whether it is 
important or not, but you 
don't need to go to the doc- 
tor to quit drinking coffee. 
Anybody who is having in- 
digestion should stop drink- 
ing coffee and all cola drinks 
or other beverages that con- 
tain caffeine. This, by the 
way, includes tea. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — I would 


like to have you compare the 
amount of caffeine in coffee, 
tea and colas. I know that 
teen-agers like to drink colas 
and wondered if this is harm- 
ful in the long run. 


Dear Reader—The amount 


of caffeine in coffe and tea 
depends on how it is brewed. 
Some people like it strong 
and some people like it weak. 
As a general rule, coffee con- 
tains the most caffeine, tea 
about half as much as coffee 
and cola drinks about one- 
fourth as much as a cup of 
average-strength coffee.
